Or of the world’s problems this last year was very close to home for San Diegans. Mexico, only a few minutes away, 7 
underwent one of the most devastating economic recessions in the world. Before it was over, the peso, Mexico's national 
currency, would drop from 45 pesos to a U.S. dollar, to 115 pesos to a U.S. dollar. This was the result of the Mexican 
Government's decision to let the peso scramble for what ever it could on the world market. 


With the peso dropping in value by 100%, new opportunities were provided for Americans. American businesses were | 
prospering because they were still paying wages at the 45 peso to the dollar rate, when the exchange rate was 90 pesos to the © 
dollar. San Diegans could go to Tiajuana and buy gas, groceries, and other items for one half of what they were before the 
devaluation, but this did not last long. The Mexican Government was to soon impose restrictions on the amount of gasoline and 
groceries non-citizens could take across the border. 


One of the severest restrictions was the freeze of all dollars in Mexican accounts. Americans with Mexican accounts could not 
withdraw their money. This was because 
the Mexican Government was in servere 
need of U.S. dollars to pay its foreign debt 
of 80 billion dollars. Most of that sum was 
owed to U.S. banks. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment got an extention on its loans, but 
still had to pay the interest. This did, how- 
ever, ease the restrictions at the border. 


On the border, San Yesidro was one of 
the hardest hit of U.S. towns. Many of the 
businesses accepted pesos. When the 
peso was devaluated, business dropped of 
80% at many of the shops. There were 
many foreclosures. A new business was 
thriving though. Thirty new exchange bu- 
sinesses opened in San Yesidro. More 
than one million dollars was being ex- 
changed each day. Armed guards were 
present at every store. This did nothing to 
help revive Mexico's sagging economy. 
Mexico has a new president, but it is too 
early to tell whether he can solve their 
problems. One thing has become.clear. A 
thriving Mexican Economy is important to 
the United States.

he quiet star is gone! Henry Fonda, who died in 

August 1982, was one of America’s greatest 
actors. He left behind over seventy films by which he 
is publicly remembered. The self-taught actor with 
the mysterious personality made each movie charac- 
ter he created seem inevitable. 


After flunking out of the University of Minnesota, 
Fonda made his big break on Broadway in the 1934 
version of New Faces. This led to his great Holly- 
wood career. His first success was The Farmer 
Takes a Wife, in 1935. One of the most famous and 
dramatic of his films was The Grapes of Wrath, 
where he portrayed the character, Tom Joad. 


Fonda had five wives. He reported that he was 
ashamed to be married so many times. His second 
wife, Francis Brolaw, gave him his children, Jane and 
Peter. Later he adopted a girl named Amy. With 
Shirlee Adams, his fifth wife, he seemed to achieve 
peace and stability. His daughter, Jane, commented 
that while married to Shirlee, he became more affec- 
tionate and less angry. 


Perhaps the climax of his life would be the film, On 
Golden Pond. Working with his daughter brought 
them closer together, and for Jane, she felt those days 
on Golden Pond brought her and her dad together at 
last. For this film, Henry Fonda received his first Os- 
car of his near half-century in Hollywood.

O” of the newest and most exciting aquatic 
sports is windsurfing.

Princess 





T his year, the world lost a princess. Princess 
Grace of Monaco, at fifty-two, suffered a stroke 
while driving with her seventeen year old daughter, 
Stephanie. The world had followed the life of this 
cool, sophisticated beauty from the Philidelphia 
mainline, through a brief but glamorous career in 
Hollywood, to the world of royalty as the Princess of 
Monaco. 


Dr. Jean Duplay said Princess Grace suffered a brain 
hemorrhage. She was kept on an artificial life support 
system until her husband, Prince Ranier II, ordered 
the machines unplugged. Her death was painful to 
many old friends, friends from Hollywood, and Eur- 
ope’s royal families who converged on Monaco. Nan- 
cy Reagan, Frank Sinatra, Princess Diana, the wife of 
the French President, Mrs. Danielle Metterand, King 
Michael of Romania, and about five hundred others, 
attended her funeral on Saturday, September 18, 
1982. Her funeral was held in the Cathedral of Mon- 
aco, where Princess Grace was married to Prince 
Ranier II, twenty-six years before. She was laid to rest 
in a vault inside the cathedral with other members of 
the princely Grimaldi family. The services were con- 
ducted by the Arch-bishop of Monaco. 


As Grace Kelly, Princess Grace's first movie was 
Mogambo with Clark Gable. People knew her by 
appearance, as a Princess, and as an incredibly beau- 
tiful actress who won an Academy Award for best 
actress in The Country Girl. She acted beside such 
stars as Clark Gable, Bing Crosby, Frank Sinatra, and 
James Stewart.

Speilberg has learned how to inspire fear in others, and it is through our fears and anxieties that he is able to tell us a story about 
ourselves. In Jaws and Raiders of the Lost Ark, he shows us the line between fear and the will to survive, and that when 
pushed too much, man’s will to survive is stronger. In Close Encounters of the Third Kind and E.T., besides telling us that - 
“We are not alone”, Speilberg expresses the idea of contact and eventual acceptance of alien beings in our society. He has 
also shown us that even though we are a highly advanced society, as for dealing with unknown beings or each other, we still 
have quite a ways to go. 


There is no question that Steven Speil- 
berg’s movies are entertaining, but if we 
learn something about ourselves or oth- 
ers, or just come out of the theater with a 
happy feeling, all the money and time was 
worth while. Steven Speilberg has 
learned how to touch America’s soft spot 
through his movies. It's up to us to keep a 
soft spot there for him to touch.

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1982 was an election year, and Madison students © 
were involved in an unusual program. The program | 
was Called Voter Turn On ‘82. Even with the econo- © 
my the way it was this past year, Robert Price, owner — 
of the Price Club, offered cash prizes to high school ~ 
activity programs for their efforts to register voters. 
Voter turn out generally runs below 50%, and he felt ~ 
the public wasn't involved enough in the election 
process. Madison High School was in a competition © 
zone with University City High and Clairemont High. ~ 
Prizes were offered for the most new registered voters 
and highest voter turn out. $8,000 would go to the 
school who registered the most new voters, and had — 
the highest turn out. $5,000 was offered for second — 
place, and $2,000 for third place. A grand prize of 
$10,000 was offered to the leading school in all zones, 
which included fifteen high schools. 


The cash incentives looked good to schools faced 
with limited activities budgets. Under the direction of - 
Mr. Wolfe, and with a tremendous effort by the PTA, © 
the ASB organized the school's efforts. Madison stu- © 
dents organized car washes, had a cheerleading © 
competition, and organized an assembly to stir up 
interest. They called voters, put up posters, and dis- — 
tributed door hanger reminders. . 




































The school held a mock election to: tabulate student 
opinions on the candidates and issues. The outcome 
showed Madison students to be more liberal than the 
general public, but it made the students aware of the 
issues. A city wide contest was held for a poster to — 
advertise Voter Turn On ‘82. The winning poster was 
created by a Madison student, Brad Constantine. 
Voter turn out was greater in this year’s election. How 
much can be attributed to this program is difficult to 
say, but Voter Turn On ‘84 is already being dis- 
cussed.

hey said it couldn't be done, but 

Steve Wozniak did it! He gave us his 
version of a “better’’ Woodstock. The 
code name was UNUSON, Unite Us in 
Song, but to the rest of the country it was 
known simply as the US Festival. 


The US Festival took place on 500 acres 
of land in Glen Helen Regional Park in 
Devore, California, 55 miles east of Los 
Angeles. Steve Wozniak, vice-president 
and co-founder of Apple Computers, and 
the festival organizer, said he wanted ‘to 
throw the party of the century.’’ His party 
cost him a reported 12.5 million dollars. 
“800,000 of that went toward hiring Bill 
Graham. Bill Graham, 52, a well known 


rock promotor, hired the rock groups and . 


developed a tight security system for 
backstage access. 


The festival assembled, in total, 300,000 
people for the concerts. Tickets sold for 
$37.50 for three days, or $17.50 for one 
day. The music was provided by groups 
like The Police, The Grateful Dead, 
Jackson Browne, Fleetwood Mac, 
Carlos Santana, Jimmy Buffett, Pat 
Benatar, Tom Petty, and The Heart- 
breakers, The Kinks, The Talking 





Heads, Oingo Boingo, Jerry Jeff 
Walker, Eddie Money and the Cars, 
The English Beat, The Ramones, 
The Gang of Four, and The B-52’s. 


The festival was considered a “better” 
Woodstock because it was better orga- | 
nized. There were 1,880 porta-johns avail- 
able, and parking lots with shuttle buses to 
prevent traffic jams. Problems did arise. 
The fans didn’t expect the 106 degree 
heat. Two medical teams treated more 
than 2,000 people for heat exhaustion, 
cuts, and bad PCP trips. Tank trucks 
sprayed fans with water during the con- 
cert, but the water created mud. 


Despite the heat, the fans had a good time. 
There were two huge screens on each 
side of the stage to give a better view of 
what was taking place. They also screened 
concerts from Moscow via satellite. The 
fans were also entertained by sword swal- 
lowers, puppeteers, clowns, mimes, and 
electronic computer marvels in six tents. 
Everyone got what they wanted, the ullti- 
mate rock concert. Steve Wozniak is re- 
portedly planning another festival, so this 
may not be the last time he ‘Unites US in 
Song.”

The Band 
played for almost two hours, singing such hits as: ‘Behind Blue Eyes”, ‘‘Substi- 
tute’, ‘Sister Disco’’, ‘Baba O'Reily’’, and the deafening ‘Won't Get Fooled 
Again’; plue many cuts from the new album, “It’s Hard.” 


The evening was filled with excitement, thrills, and a few injuries. Crowds 
pushed and shoved one another in front, hoping to catch a glimpse of the 
sweating musicians. It was truly a night that will never leave the minds of those 
who attended. The band says that there may be a possibility that they will 
continue to record in the studio. Here’s to The Who, for much success in the 
future.

f the years we have spent dreaming away at school have 

been memorable, then the year 1982-1983 definitely is one 
of the most unforgettable. The events this past year did not 
flow quietly by us. Rather, they brought out the most heartfelt 
emotions within us. Whether it was the death of Henry Fonda, 
the birth of E.T., or the demise of the American economy, 
there is no doubt that at least one event this year affected us 
each in a personal way. 


Nationally, the American economy was an issue that affectea 
our lives constantly. President Reagan's budget for 1983 
brought criticism, even among the most supportive of his 
followers. Certain prime issues that were reviewed in the new 
budget were: unemployment, military and defense spending, 
and the plight of social security. James Watt was another well 
known figure in politics. His comments regarding conserva- 
tion and the American Indian brought criticism from many 
factions. Draft registration portestors received a victory this 
year when David Wayte of Pasadena took the government to 
court, and won. Wayte and his lawyer argued that it was 
unconstitutional for the Selective Service to indict only those 
young men who had publicly announced their decision not to 
register, as Wayte did. 


On a more local level, the elections of the State Government 
brought in new faces as well as new ideas. Pete Wilson, 
former mayor of San Diego, is now a United States Senator. 
He won in the race against former governor Jerry Brown. In 
Brown's place is George Dukemejian, who took a surprise win 
over former mayor of Los Angeles, Tom Bradley. Economical- 
ly, the state suffered one of the hardest years in its history. 
One of the changes which will most affect students is the 
current tuition hike at all of the California State Universities, 
including the once free Community Colleges. 


Internationally, the events which have shaped this year have 
been diverse. In a full force onslaught to rid Lebanon of all 





















































PLO supporters, Israel took part in one of the bloodiest battles 
in Lebanese History. The turmoil between Israel and the PLO 
raised questions throughout the world as to the role of Israel as 
an aggressive nation. Four new world leaders have taken 
office recently, including Gonzales of Spain, De la Madrid 
Hurtado of Mexico, Nakasone of Japan, and Kohl of West 
Germany. Soviet leader Brehznev's death made Yuri Andro- 
pov the new leader of the U.S.S.R. In the Falkland Islands, 
fighting was fierce between the British and the Argentinians. 
In Poland, after eleven months, Solidarity leader, Lech Wa- 
lesa, was able to return home, but only after the Polish Gov- 
ernment had made sure that the Solidarity Union was com- 
pletely defunct. 





Within, the cultural and scientific boundaries of the world, 
exciting and important events have occured. Barney Clark 
became the first human ever to receive an artificial heart: 
perhaps truly altering the ‘meaning of life.” E.T. blessed 
audiences with a very emotional visit from outer space before 
phoning home. He has perhaps gone down in history as one 
of the most memorable non-human movie stars: The Chargers 
didn't come close to playing in the Super Bowl, but the 
Redskins did, and won an exciting game against the Dolphins. 
TV audiences were awed by the fine interpretation and acting 
in Dickens’ Nicholas Nickleby, which played for four nights 
around the country. New York audiences seemed quite will- 
ing to shell out $45.00 to see the “fantabulous’”’ feline musical, 
Cats, which was based on the poetry of T.S. Eliot. Notable 
deaths this past year included Henry Fonda (Grapes of 
Wrath), Princess Grace of Monaco, authors Ayn Rand and 
John Cheever, actress Ingrid Bergman (Casablanca), and 
top Soviet leader Leonid Brehsnev.
